In Order to this, I deſire you will 
forthwith make a Settlement of the Re- 
venue, and | cannot doubt but you will 
therein have as much Regard for the 
Honour and Dignity of the Monarchy in 
My Hands, as has been lately ſhewed 
to others : And I have ſo great a Con- 
 fidence in you, That if no Quicker, or 
more Convenient way can be found, 
for the Raiſing of Ready Money (with- 
out which the Service cannot be per- 
formed) I ſhall be very well Content, 
for the preſent, to have 1t made ſuch a 
Fond of Credit as may be Uſeful to 
your ſelves as well as Me, in this Con- 
juncture , not: having the leaſt Appre- 
henſions, but that you will Provide for 
the Taking oft all fuch Anticipations 
as it ſhall happen to fall under. 

It is ſufficiently known how earneſtly 
| have endeavoured to Extinguith ( or 
at leaſt Compoſe) all Differences a- 
mongſt My Subjects, and to that end, 
how often I have Recommended an Ac& 
of Indemnity to the Laſt Parliament ;

But ſince that Part of it which related to 
the Preventing of P rivate Sutts 1s already 
Enacted, and becauſe Debates of that 
Nature, muſt take up more of your 
Time then can now be ſpared from the 
Diſpatch of thoſe other things, which are 

blolutlyneceflary forOur commonSafe- 
ty ; Lintend to ſend you an Ac of Grace 
with Exceptions of ſome few Perſons 
only, but ſuch as may be ſuthcient to 
{hew My great Diſlike of therr Crimes, 


and at the ſame time My Readineſs to 


extend Protection to all My other Sub- 
jects, who W1ll thicicb y {ce that they 


can Recommend themlelves to Me by 
no other Methods then what the Laws 
preſcribe,which {hall always be the only 
Rules of My Government. 

A further Reaſon which induceth 
Me to ſend you this Act at this time, is, 
Becauſe I am defirous to leave no colour 
of Excule to any of My Subjects, for the 
raiſing of Diſturbances in the Govern- 
ment, and eſpecially in the time of My 
Abſence ; And I fay this, both to in- 
form you, and to let ſome IlLaftected 
men fee, that I am not unacquainted 
how buſie they are 1n their preſent En- 
deayours to alter 1t. 


Amongſt 
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Amongſt other Encouragements 
which I find they give themſelves, one 
of the ways by which they hope to com- 
pals their Deſigns, 1s, By creating Dif- 
terences and Dijagreements in your 
Counſels, which [ hope you will be 
very careful to prevent ; For be aflured, 
Thar Our greateſt Enemies can have 
no better Inſtruments tor their purpoſes, 
then thoſe who ſhall any way endeavour 
to diſturb or delay your Speedy and U- 
nanimous Proceeding upon thele neceſ{- 


fary Matters. 


I alt Recommend alſo to your 
Conſideration an Union with Scotland ; 
] do not mean 1t ſhould now be entred 
upon, but they having propos'd this to 
Me ſome time ſince, and the Parhament 
there having Nominated Commiſſio- 
ners for that purpoſe, I ſhould be glad 
that Commiſſioners might alſo be No- 


minated.-here to Treat with them, and to 


ſee if fach Terms could be agreed on, as 


might befor the Benefit of both Nations, 
ſo as to be ready to be preſented to you- 1n

be prepared to be Preſented to Me. 

| 1 have this only to add, That the 
Seaſon of the Year, and My Journey in- 
to Ireland, will admit but of a very ſhore 
Seſſion ; ſo that I muſt Recommend to 
you the making ſuch diſpatch, that We 
may not be Engaged in Debates; when 
Our Enemies thall be in the Field : For 
the Succeſs of the War, and the more 
thrifty _—_ of it, will both
